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SHOW REVIEW: THANTIFAXATH / KNOLL / 


TYPEFACE — Cabaret Four's, Feb 15 2024 


Opening the show was local post-grind 
(yes that’s a thing) powerhouse TYPEFACE. 
The band fuses grindcore, screamo and 
powerviolence into a really unique mix 

that translates perfectly live. TYPEFACE is 
undoubtedly one of the heaviest and most 
intense live bands in the city and this was 
perfectly exemplified by their set. Blasts, 
headbagin’ riffs, 2-step parts, D-beats, 
what more could you want? They should 
be huge. 
Next up. was Tennessee “Funeral grind” 
(that’s also a thing) outfit KNOLL. The band 
had 3 old antique lamps illuminating the 
stage and a huge metal table which had 

an assortment of noise-toys and scrap 
metal. KNOLL can be best described as 
across between the modern death-grind 
sound of later FULL OF HELL albums and 
the swarm-like atmosphere of a band like 
PORTAL. The highlight of the set was the 
absolutely unhinged vocal performance 
ranging from low, growled spewage to 
DSBM-style wails. The band had a trumpet 
for 2. songs which really complemented 

the heavier parts. My only complaint was 
that the set was too long. The intensity 
definitely started to wear off after the 25 
minute mark. | also would have liked to 
hear more noise covering a greater range 
of sounds. For a band with that many 
gadgets, you’d think they'd have a greater 
variety of noise to produce. 


Headlining the show was Toronto black 
metal band THANTIFAXATH. They did a 
quick line check in their normal clothes, 
pulling off an incredibly rehearsed cover

of “Don't Go Chasing Waterfalls” before 
leaving and returning in long black cloaks. 


THANTIFAXATH is difficult to describe 
and even harder to digest. This is not 
easy-listening music and definitely not for 
everyone, 


Hf you like bands like PORTAL, 
DODECAHEDRON, 2000’s ABIGOR, and 
you like being confused by your music, 


—— this might be for you. The band-delivered 


a 40 minute set of harmonically angular 
and rhythmically horrifying riffs channeled 
through a uniquely terrifying strain of 
progressive black metal. | don’t understand 
how people write music like this. The 
songs on their last album sound like they're 
constantly falling apart while desperately 
trying to stay on course. The energy of the 
room shifted from “fuck this is is heavy” to 
“what the fuck is this, what am | listening 
to?” THANTIFAXATH’s music is best 
enjoyed with deep focus and an attentive 
ear. Throughout the set I found myself 
closing my eyes a few times and reveling in 
the dark atmosphere evoked by the band. 


Overall, this was a great show with a 

really cohesive lineup. ! would also like 

to mention that despite this being an 
“extreme-music” event with a black metal 
headliner, the vibe was very friendly, and it 
was refreshing to be in a crowd of extreme 
metal fans (and some punx!) without the 
unnecessarily edgy and elitist vibe. Kudos. 
to the promoter and to the bands. 8/10.

LESSER are a post-MEMORY CHAIN 
band, post punk but synth heavy. It is fun 
to hear Justin singing in a band again 


LOBOTOMTTE is a metal-y powerviolence 
band duo, just bass and drums, soit draws 
a sonic comparison to local JETSAM. They 
played two songs about drilling a hole in 
your head, and closed with a cover which 
felt longer than the rest of their set. 


RECALL play fast d-beat hardcore, very 
high tempo, the band is members of a lot 
of bands but sonically in terms of locals is a 
bit post-SPACERS with a little more scandy 
riffs. 


THE SAD are members of THE W.H.O., 
Felix is rocking on the guitar and | don't 
know the singer but they were great. The 
‘new fff rockin’ band. 


WHITE KNUCKLE are a live incarnation of 
asolo drum machine synth punk project, 
it's very eggy but also tight and good. The 
live version is fully fleshed out and sounds 
great, although you might miss the drum 
machine. 


So 5 new bands, all of whom just started 


and are mostly dropping recordings soon. 
What a time.
